1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A method is claimed 
for joining a top active device to an electronic chip by attaching the top active device to a 
carrier, and creating and filling vias. Cunningham shows the formation of a similar device but 
does not show the use of a carrier. Thus the claimed device is not shown in the prior art.
